Georgia’s political situation was 
clarified considerably Saturday when 
John N. Holder, chairman of the state 
highway commission and Dr. J. N. 
Hardman, of Commgrce, qualified as 
candidates for governor with the sec- 
retary of the state democratic erecu- 
tive committee. J. O, Wood, one of 
the Fulton county representatives in 
the legislature, qualified as a candi- 
date Wednesday, making three aspi- 
rants for gubernatorial honors  ac- 
tually and officially in the race. The 
entry books will be closed at noon 
Wednesday, June 23, and by that time 
it will be known for certain just how 
many candidates will be entered in 
the governor's gallop. 

As virtually three days remain for 
qualification of candidates considera- 
ble interest is being shown throughout 
the state in the gubernatorial situa- 
tion. Friends of J. H. Ennis, of Mil- 
ledgeville, and George Carswell, of Ir- 
winton, president and former president 
of the state senate respectively, are 
urging them to make their official an- 
nouncement in the race for governor 
and to begin active campaign work 
at once.

He is simply advertising a boot- 
leg idea.

Hooper Alexander, attorney in ha- 
corpus proceedings brought in 
federal court to test the constitution- 
ality of the Harrison  anti-narcotic 
law, has announced that an appeal 
will be filed in the near future from 
the decision rendered Saturday by 
Judge Samuel H. Sibley, of the Unit- 
ed States court for the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia. At that time Judge 
Sibley refused the petition of Dr. 
Frank Sofge, prisoner at the United 


} States penitentiary here, and remand- 


ed him to the keeping of the warden. 
Judge Sibley did not pass upon a 


petition for release on bail by NSofge, 
pending an appeal in the case. The 
judge stated that this was properly 
a matter to be taken up after the 
appeal was filed, at which time it 
could be passed upon in proper order 
by any federal court. 

The habeas corpus proceedings 
were brought by Sofge on behalf of 
all prisoners convicted under the anti- 
narcotic law in order to test its con- 
stitutionality, and it was known prior 
to the hearing Saturday that it was 
the purpose of the litigation to take 
the matter before the United States 
supreme court on appeal in order that 
that final authority might have the 
opportunity to pass upon the consti- 
tutionality of the act. It was pointed 
out during the hearing Saturday by 
Thomas W. Hardwick, former gov- 
ernor and United States senator, that 
in the famous Doremus case the su- 
preme court divided five to four on 
the question of the constitutionality 
of the act: Inasmuch as only two 
of the justices who supported the act 
are now on the bench, while three of 
the four minority remain, Mr. Hard- 
wick expressed belief that if it can 
be taken there now it will be voided. 
This would result in freeing thou- 
sands of federal prisoners convicted 
under the act who are now serving 
sentences in federal prisons. 


Many Prisoners Affected. 


It is estimated that, one-third of 
the prisoners in the Atlanta peniten- 
tiary are convicted under the Harri- 
son law.

Judge Sibley were brief, lasting only 
half an hour. 

‘Mr. Alexander contended that, in 
substance, the Harrison act merely 
provided that it shall be unlawful to 
sell narcotics to anybody except those 
who give a written order on an of- 
ficial blank and none shall be allowed 
to have one of these blanks except 
dealers and physicians. He argued 
that, if this was constitutional, the 
same type of act would be sufficient 
to control sale of intoxicating liquors, 
employment of childten or dealing ia 
grain futures, and that no constitu- 
tional amendment would be necessary 
in any one. 

Claims of Petitioner. 


This followed argument by Mr. 
Hardwick that the law was wuncon- 
stitutional in that it invaded police 
rights of states. He cited supreme 
court decisions in various cases show- 
ing that congress cannot assume po- 
lice power in the different states un- 
der pretense of its taxing power or 
any other assumption. 

Mr. Hardwick, basing his argument 
on the basic clause of the American 
governmental structure that the state 
authorities possess all powers not ex- 
pressly forbidden them, whereas the 
federal authorities possess only those 
powers expressly granted them, argued 
that the Harrison act was unconstl- 
tutional in that it went outside au- 
thority of congress and took over 
police powers of states. : Mate 

Dr. Sofge was convicted in Cincin- 
nati upon a plea of guilt to having 
sold narcotics without having kept 
duplicate signed orders of purchasers 
as provided, in the second section of 
the act. He was sentenced to 36 
months und began his service on Octo- 
ber 27, 1925. 
In his petition for freedom on bail, 
Dr. Sofge set forth that he could not 
properly push the case and raise the 
necessary money for its expenses un- 
less he was at liberty. It is under- 
stood that at least the initial ex- 
penses of the litigation are to be de- 
frayed out of funds subscribed by the 
many thousands of convicted prison- 
ers under the narcotic act now serv- 
ing their sentences in various federal 
prisons of the country.

MISSING WAR HERO

seven-year search of a heart-broken 
Lat hopeful mother who brooded over 
the lose of her son to the extent that 
she saw him living in a vision.

again, 

Records of the marine department 
show that the Arca was lost at sea 
October 2, 1918, a short time before 
the armistice was signed. It was 
stated that virtually all aboard were 
lost. Soon afterward the navy depart- 
ment informed Mr. and Mrs, Perry 
that their son was lost at sea in the 
performance of his duty and began 
sending the mother insurance and al- 
lotment. benefits. 

Mrs. Perry refused to believe that 
her son was lost and later declared 
that she had been informed in a vision 
that her son was still alive. She ad- 
vertised extensively in newspapers 
throughout the United States for in- 
formation concerning any Man answer- 
ing the description of her son. Num- 
erous answers were received from dit- 
ferent parts of the country and all 
clues were followed by the mother but 
with fruitless effect. The family fi- 
nances were depleted in the search but 
the mother never gave up hope. 

Government rehabilitation stafiors 
and hospitals as well as asylums were 
visited, including the one in Augusta 
and another in Washington, but the 
missing son -was not found, 


Found In Asylum. 


Mrs. aene received a letter in 
March, 1925, from an inmate of the 
Illinois ae i oe there was a 
man there who resembled the descrip- 
tion of her son. She visited the asy- 
ium at Kankakee and found there 3 
man who she immediately declared 
was her son. On the first visit the 
man, who was registered as Thomas 
W. Perry, address and history un- 
known, failed to recognize Mrs. Perry 
as his mother. Two weeks later Mrs. 
Perry returned and the man at once 
greeted her affectionately and called 
her “mother’’ and recalled incidents 
of his childhood. 

Perry was in poor physical condi- 
tion and also was suffering with a 
mental affliction when found by his 
mother in the Illinois institution but 
one. of the queerest things about his 
condition was his possession of a pro- 
uounced foreign accent in his speech. 

Records of the Kankakee institu- 
tion showed that Perry had been 
picked up on the streets of Danville, 
Ii, June 24, 1921, suffering from 
loss of memory and in an exhausted 
physical and mental condition. He 
was sent temporarily to the Soldiers’ 
home. As nothing but the name of 
the man was known. and as it could 


not be shown that he was a former} desi 


soldier or sailor, he was transferred 
to the Kankakee institution where 
he was found three years later by 


y Family. 
Through the efforts of state offi- 
cials Perry was rel from the Jl- 
lincis asylum March 16, 1926, and 
was taken to Kingsland, Ga., where 
he was identified positively by his 
father, two brothers and three «is- 
ters. He remained in Kingsland with 
the Perry family and his physical 
and miental condition improved rap- 
idivy. He gained 20 pounds in weircht 
while there.

‘President Lets 
Funt, Prisoner, 
Free on Release 


Isadore Funt, of New York, was re- 
leased from tlie federal genitentiary 


here on Saturday following commu- 
tation of his sentence by President 
Coolidge, according to Warden John 
W. Snook. 

Funt, a modiste, was sentenced to 
a year and a day for subornation of 
perjury and had five months to serve. 
He was refused a hearing by the last 
parole board which met at the prison, 
but the president was said to have 
commuted the sentence on recommen- 
dation of Federal District Attorney 
Buckner, of New York. 

Warren McCray, former governor 
of Indiana, now serving a term at the 
United States penitentiary here for 
misuse of the mails, will be eligible 
for parole on August 31, 1927, ac- 
cording to dispatches from Washing- 
ton quoting department of justice of- 
ficials. 

It was also announced that Don 
Chaffin, one of the leading characters 
in the West Virginia miners’ war a 
few years ago, who is now serving a 
term for violation of the prohibition 
law, will be eligible for parole on 
June 25, while Dr. Frederick A. 
(ook, explorer whose professed dis- 
covery of the North Pole some dozen 
years ago was branded a hoax, can 
be paroled from Leavenworth, Kan- 
sas, where he is now serving a term 
for mail-fraud, on March 1, 1930. 

It was reported that all three fam- 
ous prisoners have splendid records 
and that there will be no objection 
either by Attorney General Sargent 
or the penitentiary wardens to their 
| paroles, While strong efforts have 
been made to obtain pardons for all 
three, they have been unsuccessful 
though, of course, both McCray and 
Cook could be pardoned before expira- 
tion of their term. 

Chaffin was known as “the two- 
gun sheriff of Logan county,” in 
West Virginia and was the leader of 
the civilian army that, with machine 
guns, airplanes and other modern tools 
of war, held off an army of several 
thousand miners which swept across 
West Virginia from the Kanawha dis- 
trict to the coal fields of Logan coun- 
ty, until federal troops and restored 
peace.

Britain, France 
And Italy Plan 
Spoil Division

London, June 19.—Conversations of 
the utmost importance are going on 
in Paris between France, Italy and 
Great Britain, which may result in a 
new alignment of powers in the Medi- 
terranean with definite spheres of 
influence assigned to the respective 

powers. 

John Murray, one of the chiefs of 
the British foreign office, has been in 
Paris for some weeks and it is now 
believed that practical engagements 
have been reached which will result 
in aggrandizement of Italy in the 
Mediterranean and the east. The 
foundations were laid in the Italo- 
British entente last March when For- 
eign Minister Sir Austen Chamberlain 
met Premier Mussolini at San Remo. 

Partition of Abyssinia, 

About the same time the Right 
Hon. Sir R. W. Graham, signed an 
important agreement which meant in 
effect the partition of Abyssinia. 

Through this arrangement, Italy 
obtained the right to exploit the east- 
ern and southern half of Abyssinia 
while Great Britain, with an eye on 
water rights for irrigation in the Su- 
dan, secured similar rights in the 
north and west. Premier Mussolini, 
in return, promised to support the 
British policy in Mosul and 
and faithfully delivered the goods. 

There is no doubt that Premier Mus- 
solini’s threats to seize Afalia and his 
spectacular voyage to Tripoli had the 
desired effeet of frightening the Turks ; 
into accepting the British terms for 
Mosul lest worse befall in the shape of 
an attack by Italy. Premier Musso- 
lini is now claiming, and Britain is 
supporting him, the right to round 
off his African empire.

And the worst part of this latest 
development is that the woman’s 
party can’t do anything about it. 

No decision of the highest court in 
the land will drive the woman’s party 
from its home here. ‘The situation 
arises through the fact that this worn- 
en’s organization owns and occupies 
buildings on a very desirable site di- 
rectly across from the capitol grounds 
and just adjacent to the square where 
the congressional library stands. 

The $165.000,000 public buildings 
bill recently passed by congress pro- 
vides that $50,000,000 shall be spent 
for buildings in Washington and that 
one of these buildings shall house the 
United States supreme court, which 
now sits in a room in the eapitol 
building. 

The site chosen for the new su- 


preme court structure is the square 
adjacent to the congressional library 
and just opposite the capitol 
grounds, which includes the woman’s 
party property. This land, none of 
which belongs to the government, will 
be condemned and taken over by le- 
gal process, if its owners refuse to 
sell. 

The ‘woman’s party owns and ovcu- 
pies three old mansions—built 111 
years ago—in one of which congress 
held sessions when the capitol was 
destroyed in the war of 1512. For 
five years both houses of congress 
sat in the big drawing rooms on the 
main floor of this building. 

According to rumors in Washing- 
ton, the militant women’s organiza- 
tion intended to fight expulsion from 
its home to provide a site for the new 
supreme court building. But Miss 
Alice’ Paul, vice ptesident and active 
head of the party, denies this. 

“When we bought this property 
we knew it might be wanted some 
time for publie buildings,” she says. 
“We got it when nobody else wanted 
it. We probably won't lose anything 
on the investment.” 

Mrs. Oliver H. P. Belmont, wom- 
an’s party president and multi-mil- 
lionaire, bought and presented the 
buildings to the organization about 
five years ago.

AQUITANIA TO DOCK TUESDAY

Aboard 8S. 8. Aquitania, June 19— 
(By Radio.)—After 50 hours of buck- 
ing strong northeast winds, the turbu- 
lent seas and weather calmed yester- 
day and we are now making a good 
221-2 knots toward Cherbourg with 
every prospect of completing this first 
leg of the race to break the record 
for circulating around the globe at 
dawn Tuesday on schedule time. 

Radiograms from representatives of 
Edward S. Evans, my partner on the 
trip, continue to arrive reassuring us 
that our arrangements for safe and 
expeditious trangport between points 
are complete to the minutest detail. 
Life aboard ship is rather eventless 
at best and Evans and I are existing 
for the moment when we leave the 
Aquitania to commence our’ flight 
across Europe and Asia. ~ 

Evans and I are feeling fit and 
are preparing carefully for the stren- 
uous days to come. Morning gwims, 
gymnasium workouts, deck walks and 


a thorough massage by the ship’s 
masseur are part of our daily routine. 


Our luggage, which has been kept 
at an irreducible minimum, has been 


augmented by two parachutes cost- 
ing $700. Considering the potential 
dangers of our 1,500-mile flight from 
Moscow to Omsk and other flights 
across Manchuria and Asia, we 
decided that discretion was the better 
part of economy and added this to 
our equipment. 

Having made two jumps, I feel no 
concern over the prospect of making 
a third, but Evans, having yet to ex- 
perience the peculiar sensation at- 
tendant on jumping off into space 
with no visible means of support, 
hopes we may not be forced to resort 
to use of the parachutes, 

This reminds me that when I or- 
dered the apparatus a week ago I 
asked the manager of the air chute 
company if the chutes had been thor- 
oughly tested. “We couldn’t afford 
to have one go out and not work in 
an emergency,’ he replied with some 
feeling. ‘Neither could we,” I re- 
plied with still more feeling. I fer- 
vently hope that the quality of Amer- 
ican. manufactures won't break down 
somewhere in the Urals and leave us 
buttered on some Mouzhik’s cowshed. 

Our representative in Moscow has 
cabled us that the papers there are 
featuring our trip and that the Avia- 
khim, the Russian flying organization, 
is preparing a banquet for us. We 
have our only wait of sufficient length 
to attend such an affair at Moscow— 
eight hours. All our other transfers 
are made in two hours or less, most 
of them in a few minutes.

Kingdoim and continental European 
ports will in future be as low as from 
New York and other North Atlantic 
ports. 

This result of a 20-year fight to 
end the preferential rates which the 
northern ports have enjoyed was 
realized last week when the shipping 
board announced that it had ap- 
proved a rate agreement entered into 
between steamship companies operat- 
ing from the South Atlantic ports, 


by which it is provided that for 
traffie originating in central freight 


association territory the ocean rates 
shall not be lower, but shall equal, 
the current. rates from North Atlantic 
ports for the same destinations, 


This action removes a gross in- 
equality which has existed for half a 
century in favor of the northern 
ports. 

Hitherto the northern rates have 
been so much lower than those from 
southern ports that a shipper, even in 
Chattanooga, which is Jess than 450 
miles from Savannah, found it cheaper 
to pay the railroad freight rates for 
the 1,000-mile haul to New York, 
than it was to pay the smaller rail- 
road rates to Savannah, in order to 
enjoy the lower ocean freight rates 
from New York. The same condi- 
tion applied to all points in the mid- 
dle west and southern territory. 

The new agreement, however, which 
makes ocean freight rates the same 
from either northern or _ southern 
ports, will allow shippers throughout 
the entire middle west and south- 
western territory to take advantage of 
the shorter railroad haul and ship 
their goods from Savannah, Bruns- 
wick, Charleston, Jacksonville, or oth- 
er South Atlantic’ ports. The new 
rates will undoubtedly bring about 
a great development of South At- 
lantic ports and will mean, in a few 
years, a corresponding - development 
in business and industry in the re- 
gions. affected. 

The agreement for equalized rates, 
it is stated, has been signed on_be- 
half of the American Palmetto Line, 
Atlantic and Gulf Shipping company, 
Trosdal, Piant and onta, and Jd. 
A. Vandohlen. .It affects ali ship- 
ments from South Atlantic ports to 
the United Kingdom, continental Eu- 
rope, Baltic, Scandinavian, Portu- 
guese, Spanish, Mediterranean and 
Adriatic, Black Sea and Levant ports.

North’s 


T0BO0ST SURPLUS 
PAST$300,000,000 


Amount Now in Sight for 
U.S. Treasury Declared 
Far in Excess of Official 
Estimates. 


Washington, June 19.—(/)—Big 
collections of income taxes for this 
quarter reported to the treasury today 
boosted the prospective surplus for 
this fiscal year, ending June 30, to 
more than $300,000,000—far beyond 
the efficial estimate. , 
This is the largest surplus since 
1924 when the year was closed with 
a margin of $505,000,000 and comes on 
the heels of a heavy reduction in the 
income tax rate which was effective 
on both quarterly payments this year. 
Despite the recent slash in rates, 
income tax collections for the June 15 
installment already amount to more 
than $2,000,000 above last June with 
indications that the total will be well 
over the collection of $377,000,000 re- 
ceived at this quarterly payment a 
year ago. 
No Tax Cut Promised. 

In the face of the prosperous con- 
dition of the treasury high administra- 
tion officials refused to concede today 
that another early tax reduction was 
in prospect. It will be impossible, 
they said, to gauge the real effect of 
the lower rate provided by the new 
revenue law and of the expenditures 
authorized for next year for some 
time. 

The administration had figured the 
recent tax reduction would cut the sur- 
plus for this year below $200,000,000. 
While income tax returns have ex- 
ceeded those of last year under the 
higher rate, receipts from. the mis- 
cellaneous tax fell considerably below 
last year’s. Most of these taxes were 
repealed by the new revenue law. 

,231,829,988 Collected. 

For the first eleven months of this 
fiscal year, up to June 1, internal 
revenue collections amounted to $2.,- 
331,829,988, an increase of $195,481,- 
478 over this period last year. Of 
this increase income tax receipts ac- 
counted for $141,917,165. 

Receipts from individual and part- 
nership returns in May showed an in- 
crease of $13,751,413 over May, 1925, 
but corporation an geome for May 
amounted to $22,009,238, or a decrease 
of $2,727,415 from last May.

—- °&«.°»To the last, the aristocratic queen, 
whose stately figure and beautiful sil- 
yer-white hair were noted, maintained 
a home in which all the past glories of 
her life were kept alive by furniture, 
pictures and statues saved from her 
palace in Athens. Tragic resignation 
to the fate that had befallen her fam- 
ily induced the queen to live in strict- 
est privacy, interrupted only ‘occasion 
ally by visits of Prince Andrew, form- 
er Queen Sophia and others of her im- 
mediante family. 

Widowed when King George I was 
Peenssinated at Salonika in March, 
1013, she lived to see her grandson 
‘King Alexander die from the effects 
of a monkey bite in 1020, to see the 
late King Constantine abdicate’ in 
1922 and to see the Greek republic 
established in 1024. She, herself, ruled 
as regent between the time of the death 
of King Alexander and the establish- 

nt of King «Constantine on the 
hrone. 

Her illness, enteritis, struck her 
down only a few days ago. At first 
it was thought that her condition was 
not serious but her age told against 
her and it was necessary to summon 
her faimly to the modest villa where 
she had found refuge for some time.

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Scores of exiled Russian and Greek 
noblemen hastened to her home to pay 
their respects and there was general 
mourning in aristocratic circles.

In general, insulators are made of 
three substances—animal, vegetable 
and mineral.

Hoff, in the article which has just 
been reecived here, not only attacks 
the Amateur Athletic club,. which 
barred him from further meets in this 
country because of his refusal to par- 


| ticipate in a contest at San Francisco 


on the plea of r conditon, but also 
criticises Lee rnes and Harold Os- 
borne, the two best American pole 
vaulters. 

Referring to Barnes, Hoff wrote, 
“He has avoided me on all possible 
“Barnes is far from being the best 
American pole jumper. but he won 
after a tie in the last Olympic games. 
He is to hecome a professional before 
long and do jumps for a big theatrical 
revue company here in America. He 
knows that if he is betaen by me his 
eventual salary will be reduced by 
one-half. According to what he says 
he is offered $300 a week, which is 
not so bad.” 

Hoff wrote that an attempt was 
being made to arrange a meeting be- 
tween borne. Emerson Norton and 
“Tony” Plansky and himself in a 
deeathlon (10 event competition). 
“but at the present the chances of it 
coming off are not very good.” 

Hoff’s Statement: 

Then Hoff made the folowing at- 
tack upon Osborne: 

“Osborne stopned in the middle of 
the heptathlon (seven-event competi- 
tion). which was arra between 
us this winter, on the pretext that 
he had sprained his foot.

COBB’S NAME 
AT LASTIN 
HALL OF FAME 


Detroit, Mich., June 19. 
Georgia’s greatest athlete and base 
ball’s greatest star, the peerless 
Cobb, today had his name officiall 
penned in the baseball Hall of Fame. 


First of all players to” be recog- 
nized for his prowess, Cobb was of 
ficially added to the list with cere 
monies participated in by President 
Ban Johnson of the league in which 
he is now playing his twenty-second 
year, and by Frank Navin, owner of 
the only major league club with 
which bb ever has been affiliated. 

Fifteen years ago Cobb was chosen 
for the award at that time known 
as the Chalmers trophy after its 
donor, Hugh Chalmers, motor car 
manufacturer. Tris Speaker, Walter 
Johnson and Eddie Collins were oth- 
ers who received the award before it 
was discontinued after 1915. 

The baseball Hall of Fame to which 
Cobb was elevated today has as its 
mémbership George Sisler, Babe Ruth, 
Walter Johnson and Roger Peckin- 
paugh, each selected in recognition 
of their being the most valuable 
player to their club in the respective 
years in wvhich they were chosen. 

When Cobb was chosen for the 
Chalmers award in 1911 he not only 
led the league in batting but also 
outranked all players in stolen bases, 
his mark for the year being 96—a 
record never before or since ap- 
proached by any other player.

FRANCO.U. S.

The international tennis team match 
between France and the United States 
proved pretty much of a fiasco, ac 


cording to many leaders of the sport.

GEORGIA ISLANDS 


Washington, June 19.—(Special.)— 
Following a request made by Senator 
George that Blackbeard Island, 
Blythe Isiand and Grover Island, off 
the coast of Georgia be taken over 
by the department of agriculture for 
agricultural purposes and game pre- 
serves, the secretary of agriculture has 
advised the senator that plans are 
being made to request the navy de- 
partment, which has been nominally 
in control of Blackbeard Island, to 
transfer this island te the department 


of agriculture, as provided by house j 


bill 10812 recently passed by .con- 


gress. 

The department has been adminis 
tering the island as a bird refuge for 
several years, and is now being used 
also as an experimental station for 


the acclimitization of certain foreign 
game birds. 

Blythe Island and Grover Island 
have been found not suitable for na- 
tional forest purposes. The secretary 
stated that the temporary use of these 
two islands was granted by the navy 
department in 1922 for experimental 
work by the bureau of plant indus- 
try, especially in relation to cotton 
breeding. In early 1925, however. 
this temporary use was relinquished 
in view of the necessity for economy in 
developing the field work of the bu- 
reau of plant industry. Because of 
difficulties in clearing the land and 
establishing experimental work there, 
it was determined inadvisable to at- 
tempt the development of these 
islands, 

These islands are among those au- 
thorized under a bill recently passed 
by congress for disposal as no longer 
needed for navai purposes. The sec- 
retary of the navy is authorized to 
transfer the control to any executive 
department or to dispose of on pub- 
lic sale, such lands and improvements 
and equipment thereon.

To preserve memory of the impor- 
tant steps Detroit has taken in Amer- 
ican progress, tablets and memorials 
have been placed on all historical sites. 
One of these is the battle of Bloody 
Run, which revealed the notorious

One worker, mak- 
ing regular rounds, empties the recep- 
tacles, and this one man now does 
the work formerly requiring five men. 

Twice a day. the cement floors of 
the wide aisles through the factory 
are scrubbed with soap and water. 

In one department, cleanliness is 
earried out to the extent of barring 
every one but the operators of the 
machinery, even factory officials and 
executives being refused admittance. 
This is the great enclosed enamelling 
department. Filtered and washed 
air circulates through the immense 
chamber containing the conveyors 
and ovens, through which thousands 
of metal parts pass hourly. Unfor- 
tunately, this interesting operation 
cannot be exhibited to visitors, for 
if only one man walks through,. lint 
from his clothes and dust from his 
sole-leather mars the work. 

In all other departments visitors 
are welcome.

‘Church Alliance 
Urges Program 
To Outlaw War 


New York, June 19.—()—The 
World Alliance for International 
Friendship, through the churches, to- 
day made public the report of its 
committee, appointed to work out a 
“harmony program” upon which all 
groups in America seeking to bring 
about international peace could agree. 

Appointment of the committee fol- 
lowed a meeting in Chizago several 
weeks ago at which the wide diverg- 
ence of opinion as to objects and 
methods among the various groups. be-

The committee report urges a pro- 
gram calling for the outlawing of war 
as an international crime, favoring 
membership of the United States in 
the world court of international jus- 
tice “under satisfactory conditions,” 
and recognizing the League of Na- 
tions ag “the only existing world or- 
ganization furnishing a pacific sub- 
stitute for the war system.” 

In announcing the “harmony pro- 
gram,” Dr. Henry A. Atkinson, gen- 
eral secretary of the World Ailiance, 
said that “it is no secret that friends 
of peace in the United States huve 
been so divided in opinion as to pro- 
gram that the efforts of one, group 
almost. completelg nullify the efforts 
of another. It is of supreme itn- 


portance that the peace groups shold 
establish peace among themselves.”

Our Flag and Our Faith

On last Monday our peopl united 
in a sacred salute to our flag. I 
have wondered since if it was a mere 

gesture, How many 
people seriously 
sought to read the 
meaning of our 
flag? May the 
preacher be par- 
doned, as he sails 
away for other 
Jands and _ other 
flags, for pausing 
to give his inter- 
pretation of Old 
Glory? 
There 
crises in the life 
of every people 
when emotion is 
too profound for 
words, when the 
soul of a _ people, 
struggling for ut- 
terance, can only find expression for 
the deeper meaning of its life in some 
symbol, which is sacred in association 
with its past. and prophetic of its 
purpose for the future. At such a 
time we instinctively turn to our flag. 
To that flaz whose field, white like 
the snows of Valley Forge, is striped 
with a regal red; to the bending blue 
of its national sky, all studded with 
stars, whose blended beauty is radiant 
with the gathered glory of our past. 
And in the light of those stars is re- 
vealed the soul of this America. 
Faith in Freedom. 

Yes, the flag of a nation is the 
syinbol of the soul of a nation, Its 
story is the story of a nation’s faith. 
To follow a flag is to walk the path- 
way pointed out by the people's faith 
in the destiny of the nation. To fight 
for a flag, means to be willing to die 
for the ideals of a nation, 

Within the folds of a nation’s flag 
is symboled the circle of a nation’s 
sentiments, and within the range of 
those sentiments is revealed the reach 
of a nation’s spirit. Tell the story 
of that flag and if it does not touch 
the chords of mémory with a vibrant 
passion of patriotism, the soul of 
the nation is dead or dying. For a 
people who can forget their past, will 
have no future worthy to be remem- 
bered. A nation which writes no his- 
tory can make no history. *° 

We proudly hail our flag as the 
flag of freedom. We do right. But 
I am convinced that we have made a 
profound mistake in identifying the 
cause of freedom with any one na- 
tion. Freedom has fought under a 
thousand different banners, and won 
her triumphs on 10,000 different 
battle-fields. Freedom is not a form 
nor a formula, a creed, nor a consti- 
tution. Freedom is of the very essence 
of life itself. It is the divine instinct 
to live. To live the richest, the fullest, 
the most complete expression of one- 
self. It will make ite protest in any 
language, it will fight with many 
weapons, it will challenge any tyrant. 
But whatever the language it may 
speak, it is ever saying to tyratny 
in some form. “I demand the divine

right from my Creator to fulfill un- 
hampered the purpose of my creation. 


Let us understand then that while 
that flag stands for the freedom. ex- 
pressed in democracy, democracy is 
not a form of government. Democracy, 
fundamentally, ig an inalienable and 


divine right of a man to choose for | 


himself. Here is the essence of free- 
dom, whether it be social, political, or 
religious, freedom, Freedom is found 
only in the freedom of the will. With- 
out it there can be no morality in 
conduct, no intelligence in citizenship, 
no reality and sincerity in religion. 
A man can’t grow, he can’t develop, 
save as his will is challenged by al- 
ternatives of conduct, by opposites of 
opinion, by good and evil of morality. 

You may unshackle the man’y feet, 
you may unfetter his hands, you may 
untie his tongue, but if there be any 
one who can coerce his will, that one 
can send his feet upon errands, choose 
the tasks of his hands, and dictate the 
very words of his lips. If there be any 
power in all the world that can lay 
its restraining hand upon the préss,

care not whether that people be well 
fed, well clothed; well housed, and 
even well governed, the more content- 
ed they are the more certain you may 
be that, while their bodies are free 
their souls are imprisoned in dun- 
geons of death. 
Ideal of the Flag. 

America, then, is not a form of goy- 
ernment, nor is it a land bounded and 
limited by lakes and gulfs and oceans. 
America is an idea. Not a passive 
sentiment with which to parade and 
pose on national feast days. But rath- 
er is it a positive spiritual force, 
which, permeating the minds and 
hearts of a people, determines their 
direction and destiny. 

Our nation igs yet in the making. 
My faith in democracy does not waver. 
If there be a hesitant skepticism, it is 
not a questioning of democracy, but a 
lurking doubt of ourselves, Shall we 
go forward in the ngtional spirit? We 
hear a great deal of the “Coming 
American,”’ a sort of composite photo- 
te of every nation and every tribe. 

ut that which stirs my imagination 
ig not the “Coming American,” but the 
coming America. Not a eitizen, but 
a citizenship. A personality if you 
please—that America which in its 
most perfect development shall be the 
blending of the best in every nation. 


Then that flag shall come to have 
a larger meaning than cheap decora- 
tion or cheaper rhetoric. It shall be 


the symbol ef those larger interests 
and larger sympathies, which broaden 
the vision of the mind and expand 
the encircling horizon of the heart of 
every true American. Each star shall 
mean more light for the pathway of 
progress. And there sball be a gener- 
ous rivalry on the part of éach state 
to add a richer radiance to her own 
star. But we shall not be satisfied 
until their blended beauty shall be 
ablaze with the gathered glory of each. 
Then shall “the nations which sit in 
darkness see a great licht,” by which 
their feet may be guided to liberty and 
peace.

But their success was 
taken to méan, not indorsement of the 
republican president but precisely the 
opposite, Watson and Robinson won, 
not by identifying themselves with 
Mr. Coolidge but by standing off from 
him and being careful.to let the pub- 
lic see they stood away from him. 
Watson and Robinson both veted 
against American adherence to the 
world court in that final roll call 
which was the test of this funda- 
mental Coolidge policy. Watson and 
Robinson both came out in favor of 
the Haugen type of farm relief, which 
ee opposed. In all _ respects 
these Indiana results were interpreted 
as personal to Watson and Robinson 
and local to Indiana; as independent 
of Mr. Coolidge certainly and possibly 
as adverse to him. 

In Pennsylvania, Senator Pepper 
went to extremes in identifying him- 
self with President Coolidge. Having 


first opposed America’s adherence to 
the world court, Pepper recanted, 
spoke in favor of it and voted in favor 
of it—and put his reverse action on 
the ground of the necessity of “stand- 
ing by Coolidge” and of the necessity 
of party loyalty and party discipline 
and good faith in carrying out party 
pledges, Further than that, Mr. 
Coolidge’s secretary of the treasury, 
Mr. Mellon, took active and unusual 
steps to help Pepper. Mellon first 
attempted to exercise his prérogative 
as republican leader of Pennsylvania 
by preventing Vare from becoming a 
candidate against Pepper; and there- 
after, when the campaign was on, 
went personally into Pennsylvania to 
deliver a speech in behalf of Pepper. 
The unusualness, the impressiveness 
of this effort of Mellon to help Pepper 
can only be understood by those who 
know how infrequently Mellon makés 
a public speech, how much he dis- 
likes to do it and how conscious he 
is of the poverty of his equipment to 
do this sort of thing. As a matter 
of essential truth, Pepper's defeat was 
due more largely to the prohibition 
igsue; but because he had identified 
himself so closely with Mr. Coolidge, 
because he made so much of his sup- 
port of the president, his defeat was 
interpreted ag at least a proof that 
even in Pennsylvania to be a Codlidge 
senator is not enough to save a can- 
didate when another issue is afloot. 


Oregon Issues Local. 
In Oregon the defeat of Senator 
Stanfield has no national bearing one 
way or the other. In that case the

(UlIti- 
mately, indeed, the defeat of Stanfield 
in Oregon is likely to be helpful to 
President Coolidge and the republi-

IN WHEN ATLANTA 


AS A OROSS-ROAD TOWN 


By Dr. KE. L. Connally. 


My father, Thomas W. Connally, 
and my mother, who was Temperance 
A. Peacock, were married in 1836 ir 
DeKalb county, Georgia, near the old 
Mount Giliad church, of which ni; 
mother was a member. Followirg 
their merriage, they moved to near 
Rome, Ga., where my father owne’l 
a lot of land, and I was born there 
in 1837 among the Cherokee Indians. 
{Tf am, therefore, « native Cherokee.) 
In the early part of 1845 they more] 
bak to erminus,” afterwards call- 
ed “Marthasville” and then “Atlanta.” 
1 have, therefore, been a citizen of 
Atlanta practically all my life, with 
the exception of the first seven years, 
and later a few years’ stay in Albany. 
(ya. |.can possibly claim to have 
lived longer in Atlanta than any other 
man, at least longer than any I know. 

For this reason I have been askc«l 
by members of the Atlanta Historical 
society to jot down some of my early 
recollections of the city. 

Some time before there was a rai! 
road here Jonathan Norcross, first 
mayor of the town, whned a one-horse 
sawmill located near the end of Eaat 
Aluvama atreet, where the (Cieorgia 
rauroad depot now stands. I do not 
know how long this sawmill was in 
operation, | have been unable to find 
a person living who remembers hav- 
ing seen this mull. Jt was a_ fasci- 
nating object to me. then a boy of 
7 or S years of age, and made a Iatt- 
ing impression on me. it was crude. 
ly constructed, having a small cirea- 
lar inelined platform on which a hors 
walked, round and round, the walking 
of the horse put the machinery into 
motion, causing the saw to work rapic- 
ly. This mill cut a targe amount of 
lumber, which wae used in building 
the town. The slabs from the mill 
were given to the peonle who lived on 
the road connecting the town with the 
read to Decatur, which came to he 
known as “Decatur street.” The: 
patched these slabs together and made 
shanty houses, which caused that pari 
of town to be called “Slab Town.” 

Decatur Tradition. 

There ix a tradition in connection 
with the beginning of Atlanta to th.

who located the railroad from Augusta, 
wauted to atop ihe line in Decatur, but 


there was seme objection to this, and 
he ran it sonth Decatur. stopping 
it in the woods where the old depot is 
now located, some six miles west of 
Decatur. : | 

Decatur was a very nice town of 
church-g-ing people. . The largest anc! 
most fashionable church was the Pres- 
brterian, built of brick, with Rev. Dr 
Wilson as pastor. He was afterward» 
called to the First Presbyterian churc!: 
of Atianta, which was located on Ma- 
rietta street where the federal reserve 
bank now siands. It was probably 
because they were a church-going peo- 
ple that they did not want the rai:- 
read stopped there.

A DOCTORS’ STRIKE. 


Someune sent me a rig from a 
Sunday paper, sob stuff, telling of a 
harrowing case in which all of the 
doctors In a certain village refused to 
attend a case of child-birth and the 
v ilage police had to render first aid 
in the emergency. The reason why 
the doctors refused to serve was that 
the mata in the case had already ex- 
hausted his credit with every doctor in 
the place. ‘The correspondent who 
sent me the clipping wrote that when 
he read the story the tears came to 
his eves. and he asked me to present 
the pathetic case to the public and 
endenvor to shame those doctors, et 
cetera. The correspondent’s letter 
closes with this eloquent remark: “If 
this i« a Christian age and this case 
in a sample of Christivaity, I am glad 
to be a non-believer.” 

1 can’t see what Christianity has 
to do with the matter, though there 
is something in the story which re- 
minds one of the priest and the Levite 
who passed by on the other side; they 
probably thought that there would be 
a Samaritan, along presently.

professional services the doctors con- 
tribute. This abuse is one which will 
probably never he stopped until the 
doctors mace an organized = strike 
against it. Eiut let me say to any 
“charity” worker or canvassing ageat 
or “committee” that may seek such 
contributions from the physicians of 
the community, it is in the main just 
a legitimate holdup. ‘The doctor has 
contributed more than-a fair share in 
the form of service {o the community 
and to individuals in the commuaity 
throughout the year. To hold him 
up now at the point of a weapon-— 
public epinion——-for ai further  cesh 
eontribution is a deed which demands 
‘the brazen cheek of a “charity” banilit.

Baskets are sent weekly to difier- 
ent charitable organizations. All vege- 
tables, fruits, chickens, eggs, ete., are 
raised on farms around Atlanta and 
are guaranteed to he fresh. “Vece- 
tables a day or so sold,” said the wife 
of one of the farmers, “naturally bring 
a lower price than those picked this 
morning. You will find the same 
thing prevailing everywhere. Then, too, 
non-fertile eggs bring a higher price 
than fertile eggs, even though of the 
same freshness. For theat reason you 
inav see beans at 5 cents a quart and 
beans at 10 cents, the difference being 
in the time picked.” 

The market provides a fish stall, 
where fresh sea foods are obtainable 
at all times during the year at the 
lowest prices. Staple groceries also 
may be bought in the market, our 
merchants cooperating with the farm- 


ers in making it convenient for house- 


wives to stock their larders with every 
variety of food product under one 
roof, 

The market is centrally placed and 
is convenient to all housekeepers who 
come, whether on foot. by automohile 
or on the streeg car. It is a communi- 
ty affair, for the masses as well as the 
classes and with a view of cooperat- 
ing with our farmers, everyone is 
urged to pay it a visit. It is located 
at the evrner of Edgewood avenue 
and Butler street and, as said, is with- 
in the reach of everyone.

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Destroying Military 
Stores and Gunboats 


BY CAPTAIN JAMES DINKINS. 


While Gereral Forrest was operat- 
ing vad successfully in destroying Sher- 
\than’s line of communication in mid- 
Tennessee, the troops which had 
left in Mississippi under Gen- 

eral Chalmers had not been inactive. 


There were eight thousand federal 
troops, infantry, cavalry, and artillery 
—in the vicinity of Memphis that it 
Was necessary to preveut from taking 
the field against General Forrest, and 
how that was accomplished is set forth 
in the fact that the federals never 
advanced from Memphis beyond Non- 
Connor Creek from the time General 
Forrest crossed the river at Colbert's 
Fer August 19, 1864, until Octo- 

ber 16, notwithstanding General Chal- 
vel had but one small brigade of a 
thousand cavalry, one section of ar- 
tillery, and three hundred militia. His 
demonstrations against Memphis were 
so threatening, so audacious, that he 
produced the liveliest apprehensions 
and stimulated the federal comman- 
der to fortify his positions with ad- 
ditional works. He had ditches dug 
acroes every road leading into Mem- 
mhis and erected barricades of cotton 
linles at varions points in the city. 
He removed the flooring from the 
bridges that crossed Gayoso bayou 
and recalled the outlying regiments. 
He kept the forts strongly manned 
and the streets heavily patrolled. 

The boldnes« of General Chalmers’ 
activities made the federal comman- 
der afraid to leave his position, It was 
a great achievement. the result of con- 
tinuows exposure, hard riding, and 
daring skirmishes. 

In the meantime, General Chalmers 
had called on Governor Pettus, of 
Mississippi, for every available man 
he could muster, a he sent a régi- 
ment composed of boys twelve to four- 
teen years of age and old men, about 
three hundred strong, armed with 
squirrel riflea and old shotguns. 


Tax of 1863. 


Karly in 186%, the Confederate gov- 
ernment imposed atax of 10 per cent 
on all products of the soil. It was 

ealled “tax in kind."”’ and when the 
little boys and old. men joined us 
nnd went into camp, the regular sol- 
diers were greatly interested in the 
little fellows.

first movement General Chalmers 
made after the “tax in kind’’ regi- 
ment joined the command, he cam 
in the vicinity of Memphis, on Ten- 
nessee soil. e “tax in kind” colonel 
approached endan’ Chalmers and 
asked: “Are we not in the state of 
Tennessee?” “Yes,” replied the gen- 
eral, “this is Shelby county, Tenn.’’ 
“Well sir.’ said the colonel, “my men 
volunteered to defend Mississippi. I 
shall return to Mississippi."’ General 
Chalmers knew that the point was 
well taken, but it was necessary to re- 
tain them a few days longer to keep 
a 2 appeurances. So the general said. 
olonel, let us talk about it,” and 
Pe sat by the general’s camp fire. 
The general’s purpose was to enter- 
tain the colonel so hospitably he would 
consent to remain. e had ash cake 
and a few slices of fried bacon and 
invited the colonel for supper. While 
Jim was preparing the feast, the gen- 
eral told the colonel the story of “The 
Alamo,” how Colonel Travis, with 
172 men, when surrounded by 3.000 
Mexicans under Santa Anna, and all 
hope had departed, addressed his com- 
panions, saying, “I will die like a 
man for my country.” and with his 
sword made a line on the dirt floor, 
and ealled on those who were willing 
to stay with him to cross over. “And 
do you know.” the general = said, 
speaking with great earnestness, “they 
all crossed to Travis but.wone man.” 
About 150 little boys who had lis- 
tened to the story, clapped their hands 
and cheered lustily. he colonel said, 
“If the boys are willing to satay, we 
will do so,” and they did stay. 


Forrest Back Safe. 


In the meantime, General Forrest 
had effected a safe return from his 
raid behind Sherman, having marched 
over 500 miles from the 20th day of 
September to October 13, with as- 
tounding success. Ever on the out- 
look for new operations, Forrest re- 

rted to Lieutenant General Taylor 
in command of the department of 
Mississippi and Tennessee, the results 
of the expedition, and asked that 
General Chalmers, who had been de- 
tached, should be restored to him, as 
he desired to make a move into west 
Tennessee with the special object of 
destroying the federal depot at John- 
sonville.

It was possible for the declarer to 
place all the high cards as soon as the 
king of spades was led. North could 
not hold both ace and king of. clubs 
or he would have opened that suit in 
Dreference to spades, therefore north 
must hold the ace and queen of ciubs 


and south the king. The doulle 
would not have been possible by 
north without some strength in the 


diamond suit, and that could onlv be 
king and one other. 

With four losing cards in the black 
Suits, game was only possible tor the 
declarer if he secured four tricks in 
diamonds. This could not be done by 
leading the jack, as nerth would un- 


doubtedly play the king and south 
would have the high diamond for the 
fourth round. Likewise had the de- 
clarer led a low diamond and played 
the queen he could secure only three 
tricks in the suit, as one of his own 
honors would fall when the ace was 
led trom dummy. 


The ten of diamonds at trick two 
was a perfect play. North passed the 
trick without hesitation, being anxious 
to have his partner secure the lead 
and give him a club, which south 
would assuredly have done. 


After capturing the king of dia- 
mods at trick three, south took two 
rounds of trumps in order to secure 
the last trump in the north hand. The 
declarer reasoned that south probably 
held four diamonds and three cards in 
each other suit, his bid of two dia- 
monds having been made on so weak 
a suit that he was unlikely to have 
another suit of equal strength. South 
might have had four hearts except for 
the fact that with only three cards in 
the red sutts north would certainly 
have made a bid in one of the black 


suils. The plas of the deal really was 
finished with the first eight tricks 
after the declarer had secured the dis- 


card of one of his losing black cards.

The record of crime in this country, 
long and horrible as it is, contains few 
outrages as fiendish as those commit- 
ted by our youngest murderers. One 
can gtretch one’s imagination to the 
limit, conjure up in one’s. mind the 
most perverted and most brutal atroci- 
ties, and still fall short of the actuality. 
Our younger generation is taking to 
murder with terrifying aptitude. 

One kidnaped a little girl and then 
killed her before her parents had a 
chance to pay the ransom. Another 
murdered his chum, a boy he had ap- 
parently always cherished. Another 
slew his aged grandmother for the few 


dollars she had saved. Another burn- 


ed to death his two sisters and a year 
later killed his father and mother. 

‘Are these young killers sane? Are 
they inconceivably callous, unable to 
realize the enormity of their offenses? 
What unwholésome thing is it in our 
civilization that is making children 
kill? These are questions’ confront- 
ing society in this supposedly enlight- 
ened twentieth century. 

On the afternoon of September 4, 
1925, Mary Daly, six-year-old Mont- 
clair, N. J., girl, was playing near her 
home when a man jumped out of a 
taxicab, seized her in his arms and 
bore her away. Other children on the 
scene could give no description of the 
abductor—it had happened very sud- 
denly. 

A Real Clew. 


One clew the police did have—the 
taxicab. This machine was known to 
belong to a colored man named Ray- 
mond Pierce. ‘Find Pierce’? came 
the order to the police. They found 
Pierce—dead. His body was discov- 
ered some miles outside the town in a 
clump of bushes, near an abandoned 
quarry. The chauffeur had been shot 
through the back of the head. And 
examination showed he had been kill- 
ed before the time of the kidnaping. 

Pierce, then, was eliminated as the 
abductor. The search was resumed, 
with hundreds of Jerseyites talh 
part. The people of Montclair and 
vicinity were séized with that panicky 
fear which always grips a community 
after a kidnaping. David Daly, 
father of Mary, was no man of wealth. 
His family and his. home were like 
hundreds of other families and homes 
in suburban New Jersey. 

If his child could be kidnaped why

couldn’t any child of the neighbor- — 


hood be seized and carried off? 

On September 6 the police found 
an automobile hidden in the shrubbery 
not far from where the bedy of Pierce 
had lain. This car, it developed, be- 
longed to Harrison Noel, 20-year-old 
son of Dix W. Noel, prominent New 
York attorney. Noel had been in a 
Sanitarium, but had escaped and had 
not been sent back. His mother and 
father had separated and the boy was 
living with-his mother. 

The police, positive they were on 
the right track now, questioned young 
Noel for hours and hours and at last 
he broke down and confessed he had 
killed Pierce and then kinaped the 
Daly girl. 

But where was Mary? 

The kidnaper had called the Daly 
home.and promised to return the child 
safely upon receipt of $4,000. Mrs. 
Daly. had begged him to take care of 
her daughter until she and her hus- 
band could arrange to pay the ran- 
som. When she had asked what she 
should do, the kidnaper had hung up. 

‘“‘Now, how about the girl, Noel? ”’ 
said the detective. ‘‘Where is she?” 

The prisoner’s face, normally 
blank, took-on an expression of cun- 


tives found the crumbled body of the 
child riddled with bullets, 

In his confession Noel said he had 
taken a taxicab.the day before he kid- 
naped Mary and then shot the driver 
through the back of the head. As 
Nathan Leopold and Richard Loeb, 
most notorious of modern boy mur- 
derers, drove the’ body of Bobby 
Franks around the streets of Chicago 
for hours before finally disposing of 
the victim, so did Noel drive with 
Pierce. It was as though he was chal- 
lenging fate to detect him in this first 
act of his plot. 


Finally he had dumped the body 
into the bushes, concealed the taxi 
nearby, and:then gone home to din- 
ner. The next day he drove his own 
car to the quarry, switched to the taxi 
and staged his seizure of Mary Daly. 
The second murder had followed soon 
afterward. - Like Leopold: and Loeb, 
he did not wait to demand ransom be- 
fore committing the deed. 

At the subsequent trial of Noel, spe- 
cialists testified forthe state that the 
boy was sane. Other specialists testi- 
fied that he was hopelessly insane. 
The jury, however, ruled him guilty of

ning. His lips curled into a smile. He 
said he would bring the police to the 
child providing he got $4,00 for the 
job. He had kidnaped Mary to get 
some money, he told them, and he 
wasn’t going to give her up until 
somebody came across, His question- 
ers humored him, even wrote out a 
check for the amount. 


And then Harrison Noel led the way 
to Mary Daly. 


By this time it was late at night. 
Detectives and newspaper men whis- 
pered together, wondering what this 
hunt would lead to. Some miles out, 
on the Preakness road, Noel brought 
the procession to a halt. He led the 
men off the road a ways through a 
heavy growth of underbrush. And be- 
fore long the flashlights of the detec. 


murder in the first degtee, but the sen- 
tence of death was later changed to 
life imprisonment. Noel is now in 
prison at Trenton, 

This Noel case attracted nation- 
wide notice, largely because of the 
controversy over the boy’s sanity. 
The average newspaper reader was of 
the opinion that the boy certainly was 
not altogether sane. 

Still a Mystery. 

jut what of Gordon Pirie, 20-year- 
old Bronx boy? He, too, was a mur- 
derer, but no evidence of insanity was 
uncovered during the investigation, 
and the motive for his killing of 
George Nye, his chum, two years 
younger than Pirie, is still much a 
inystery. Pirie himself gave many ver- 
sions a3 to why he did it, The Mest

one was that he. had killed Nye be- 
cause of a girl.

Where Was Gordon?

Dawn came and Gordon did not 
appear.

’ $o Gordon Pirie went on trial, and 
though the defense made every effort 
to establish his insanity the boy was 
found guilty and sentenced to serve 
from twenty years to life in Sing Sing.

Frank McDowell, good looking 
youngster, 20 years old; committed 
four of the strangest murders on rec- 
ord. In February, 1923, his home in 
Atlanta, Ga., was  burned= and 
his two sisters died in the flames. Ex- 
actly a year later Frank shot to death 
his father and mother. He was ar- 
rested after’ this second tragedy and 
readily confessed. 

He told the police that when he 
was nine years old he had ‘“‘cursed the 
Holy Ghost”’ because the buttons were 
off his shirt. He brooded over this for 
years, he said. Then he decided that 
he could only atone for his sin through 
the blood of his family. He went to 
his sisters’ bedroom, threw gasoline on 
the bed, set fire to it, and locked the 
door. : 

On the anniversary of the murders 
he crept to his parents’ room and kill- 
ed them while they slept. 


After they had heard this story the 
jury decided it was too fanciful for 
belief. They found him guilty but 
recommended mercy. This auto- 
matically prevented a death sentence 
and McDowell, too, went away for 
life. 

Justice encountered one of its 
perplexing problems in the case of 


William Cavalier, who was a mur- 
derer at 14. Justice may conclude 
that the problem has been solved. For 
society, however, there is still per- 
plexity. 

Willie Cavalier’s father and mother 
were divorced not long after his birth 
and he was brought up by his grand- 
parents in Mechanicsville, Pa. He 
grew into an abnormally tall boy, with 
spreading ears, wide mouth, and shal- 
low eyes.. He was known by his 
grandparents’ name and called them 
father and mother. His own mother 
had married again and had other chil- 
dren. 

One Sunday evening in September, 
1924, Willie lay in wait for his grand- 
mother, Mrs. Pete Cavalier,.with a 
rifle. She had been on a’ shopping 
trip to Pottsville: As she came through 
the door the boy shot her through the 
heart. She fell and he shot her again, 
Seven times. 

Then he took $108 from her stock- 
ing, locked the body in her room, and 
went to a picture show. 

“I did it to get her money,” he ex« 
plained later to the police. ‘“‘t wanted 
to have a good time.” 

Young Cavalier was convicted and

Arguments For the Existence of God. 


|! MAY be as well 

admitted that in 
making arguments 
for the existence of 
God, we are not 
following the Bibli- 
cal method. 

The Bible no- 
where argues for 
God, itassumes 
God, and this is 
true throughout its 
; entire _ contents. 
There belongs to the Biblical saints 
and writers that sense of assurance of 
God that made all argument unneces- 
Sary and superfluous. 

It was inevitable, however, that the 
reasoning faculty should be. brought 
into exercise. - 

There will be given the great his- 
toric arguments for the existence of 
\God along with other arguments 
which are more distinctively modern. 
Despite the high-sounding names we 
can readily understand the meaning.

There is the Antological argument. 
The word is derived from two Greek 
words, which mean the reason or 
ground of being. 


In the form which Anselm gives it, dt 


the affirmation is made that the most 
perfect conceivable being must be 
actual. According to Descortes the 
presence of the idea of the Infinite in 
the mind is evidence that the infinite 
Author must have originated it. 

This is the argument from thought 
to Being. 

‘The idea of the Perfect Being is 
universal. 

This form of reasoning asserts that 
the highest and best conceptions must 
be real, for the reason that the reality 
of such a being is greater than the 
mere thought of ‘such a being. 

Kant is the most severe critic of 
the logic of this argument, and he 
shifts the battle line of the discussion 
by showing that the abstract thought 
cannot amount to a positive proof of 
God. But even though the argument 
falls short of being sufficient within 
itself to bring convincing proof, it 
will always retain evidential values. 

Dr. George P. Fisher writes: ‘‘The 
soul does not willingly consent to re- 
gard ‘so inspiring a conception as a 
mere thought. To consider it as un- 
real, with no counterpart in the realm 
of actual existence, is felt as a be- 
reavement and a pain. The impor- 
tance which eminent thinkers have at- 
tached to this argument has not been 
wholly void of foundation.” 

The fact is that according to the 
analogy of objective material reali- 


ties answering to the physical senses, ’ 


it is extremely doubtful whether the 
thought of God could have originated 
or persisted in the human mind aside 
from the objective reality of God. It 
is doubtless true that the strengthen- 
ing assurance of God has been helped 
by the shifting of interest from ab- 
Stract thought to concrete reasoning, 
but an abiding element of value in the 
old argument abides. 

Ralph Cudworth in his ‘“‘Intellec- 
tual System of Universe’ writes: “If 
there is no God the idea of an ab- 
solutely or infinitely perfect being 
could never have been made or feign- 
ed, neither by politicians or poets, nor 
by philosophers, nor any others.”

There is the Cosmological argu- 
ment which is based on the existence 
of the world. 
originate within themselves. This 
argument claims that God is necessary 
to explain the universe. 

There are @nly two possible the- 
ories of the universe. Elther it be- 
ean to exist in time or it is eternal. 
But neither hypothesis removes the 
nécessity of causation. 

lf the universe had a beginning in 
time there must have been a First 
Cause sufficient for bringing inio ex- 
istence the entire visible order. 


If the universe is eternal, then 


Finite things did not/ 


there must be cause sufficient to ac- 
count for the ever-changing and ever- 


evolving world, and this Cause bears 
the impress of mind, for it is inter- 
preted by minds. 


Dr. W. N. Clarke writes: ‘‘This is 
substantially the cosmological argu- 
ment for the existence of God, but it 
has been framed to meet various sup- 
positions. Whether we say that the 


universe has been created or has al- 


ways existed, still with things about 
us as we find them, we are compelled 
to inquire for one cause of all, and 
can find it only in Mind. The things 
that we observe are due to a Cause 
that is spiritual in its nature. 


In the production of things that we 
see, there must have been a Mind 
adequate to devising them, and a will 
adequate to carrying the conception 
into effect. But these are qualities 
of a self-conscious and self-directing 
intelligence, such as we name a per- 
sonal spirit. The vaster the sum of 


matter and motion, force and life, 


spirit and meaning, that we discover 
in existence; the more urgent the 
necessity of recognizing some ade- 
quate source, spiritual, intelligent and 
purposeful, from which it has pro- 


ceeded. The universe as known to 
the scientist demands God for its cause 
far more urgently than did the 
heavens and the earth as known to 
the patriarchs or the psalmists. 


_ Nothing is more certain than that 
science in its maturity will affirm one 
Spiritual cause for the universe. 


The cosmos or the world cannot 
be explained without God. Despite 
the critical theory of Kant in which 
he maintained that phenomena alone 
fall within the scale of human under- 
standing and despite the changed con- 
ceptions of God, there is the abiding 
element of value in the Cosmological 
argument. | ie 

Even though the casuality of the 
world and the processes of world- 
shaping and world-building may be 
vastly different from the earlier con- 
ceptions, there is no less necéssity for 
God the Creator. 

The hypothesis of evolution while 
necessitating a change in our belief 
in the divine method of working in 
the world does not remove the neces- 
sity of that directing, creative energy, 
which we call God. 

Even though we dignify the word 
evolution with a capital letter, it does

After the third trick south was 
marked with both the ten and the 
nine of spades, and the declarer fear- 
ed that he might also have the six.

At trick five the declarer feared he 
would be over-ruffed, but could not 
afford to use an honor at. that stage 
of the game. He could now count 
south for exactly four cards in each 
black suits in the megianing of the 
deal. 


At trick six the décthses led the ten 
of diamonds trying to coax north to 
cover with the queen, but overtaking 
the trick in dummy because the next 
lead must come: from that quarter. 


After the sixth trick the declarer 
knew that each opponent had three 
trumps, South being marked with an 
original helding of four spades, two 
diamonds, and four clubs. He there- 
tore secured all the rest of the tricks 
by ruffing the losing spades with the 


ace of trumps, then drawing the 
trumps and leaving the lead in 
dummy.
